Richmond  District  police  offi- 
cers Dan  Borgfeldi,  Arnaldo 
Aleman  and  Mark  Gallegos  were 
enjoying  a  quick  meal  al  Louis' 
cliffside  rcsiaurant  when  a  pan- 
icked passer-by  called  iheir  atlcn- 
tion  to  a  man  trapped  by  waves 
near  ihe  site  of  the  old  Suiro 
Baths. 

The  three  officers  pushed 
aside  their  food  and  sprinted 
down  the  steep  trail  that  leads 
from  the  promenade  at  the  wa- 
ter's edge.  From  there  ihey  spot- 
ted the  victim  lying  face  down  on 
a  rocky  ledge,  half-submerged  in 
\hc  churning  surl.  He  was 
bloody,  appeared  unconscious 
and  was  at  risk  of  being  swept 
away  with  each  crashing  wave. 

The  three  fasi-thinking  offi- 
cers assessed  the  situation  and 
developed  an  impromptu  rescue 
plan.  Relying  on  training  that 
stresses  the  importance  of  team- 
work, they  decided  that  officers 
Aleman  and  Borgfeldt  would 
proceed  further  along  the 
precipice  and  into  the  water  in  an 
effort  to  secure  the  man  and  ren- 
der aid.  Officer  Gallegos  re- 
mained above  to  direct  the  re- 
sponse of  emergency  personnel 
he  summoned  by  radio. 

Scampering  across  the  slip- 
pery rocks  wearing  full  uniforms 
with  ponderous  gun  bells,  offi- 
cers Aleman  and  Borgfeldt  edged 
their  way  to  within  earshot  of  the 
victim  and  soon  realized  how 
dire  the  situation  was.  The  man 
was  bleeding  profusely  from  a 
deep  laceration  to  his  lower  lip 
and  chin. 

The  officers  tried  speaking  lo 
him.  but  received  only  a  faint  re- 
sponse. The  man's  left  leg  was 
wedged  tightly  into  a  crevice  arKl

Sunset  neighbors  lose  Beach  Motel  battle 


Appeals  board  says  no  to  tourists

The  SF  Board  of  Appeals 
ruled  in  a  3-2  split  decision  (a 
fourth  vote  was  needed  for  the 
appeal  to  pass)  Feb.  18  that 
Beach  Motel  owner  Bhazubhai 
Patel  would  not  be  allowed  to 
rent  out  rooms  for  less  than  seven 
nights  due  to  zoning  conflicts. 

At  issue  was  a  November 
Planning  Depanrftent  ruling  thai 
the  hotel  had  not  o[)eraied  contin- 
uously as  a  tourist  motel  after  the 
district  was  rezoned  for  residen- 
tial use.  which  would  have  al- 
lowed it  to  retain  its  commercial 
use  stauis. 

Some  150  neighbors  attended 
the  meeting  to  voice  their  support 
for  Patel,  who  said  in  a  press 


conference  earlier  in  the  month 
that  the  rental  limitation  could 
force  him  out  of  business. 

"This  is  my  life  and  I  work 
hard  al  it  seven  days  a  week."  he 
said.  "I've  been  here  for  15 
years." 

One  of  Paiel's  strongest  advo- 
cates has  been  Tim  Gillespie  of 
the  Public  Access  Project.  His 
organization  lobbies  for  citizens 
before  various  boards  and  com- 
missions. 

"It  (the  board's  decision) 
wasn't  devastating,  but  very  dis- 
appointing," Gillespie  said.  "It 
was  obvious  that  the  evidence  fa- 
vored Patel.  Cullum's  (board 
president)  last  minute  change  of 
mind  was  very  disappoiniing.  If 
nothing  is  done  about  this  deci- 


sion it  will  be  a  travesty." 

Gillespie  said  he  has  tran- 
scribed testimony  from  the  hear- 
ing and  plans  on  sending  copies 
to  people  who  are  supporters  of 
Patel. 

"I'm  also  writing  to  CuUum 
and  the  mayor"  he  said.  "I  feel 
justice  will  win  out." 

The  Tenderloin  Housing 
Clinic,  which  opposes  Paiel's  re- 
quest, was  the  group  that  brought 
city  records  pertaining  to  the 


Beach  Motel  to  the  Planning 
Department  for  review.  Randy 
Shaw,  executive  director  of  the 
clinic,  is  satisfied  with  the  victo- 
ry but  troubled  by  the  split  deci- 
sion. 

"I  think  it  was  an  open  and 
shut  case  that  should  of  been  a  5- 
0  vote."  Shaw  said.  "There  were 
many  lies  and  misrepresenta- 
tions. There  would  not  have  been

Resolution  passed  to  rename  portion  of 
Park  Presidio  Blvd.  as  Veterans  Blvd. 


Tht  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  passed  a  resolution  urging 
stale  oHicials  to  rename  a  part  of 
Park  Presidio  Boulevard  as 
Veterans  Boulevard. 

The  name  change  would  af- 
fect the  portion  of  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  from  Lake  Street, 
through  the  MacArihur  Tunnel, 
10  the  San  Francisco  National 
Cemetery,  located  near  Park 
Presidio's  intersection  with 
Doyle  Drive. 

Slate  senators  Qucntin  Kopp 


and  John  Burton  have  introduced 
a  similar  resolution  in  the  senate, 
asking  the  state  to  rename  the 
stretch  of  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard. 

Because  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  is  a  part  of  state  high- 
way Route  1 ,  the  state  depart- 
ment of  transportation  has  juris- 
diction over  the  thoroughfare. 
The  name  change  needs  approval 
from  the  department  before  it  can 
be  officially  adopted. 

An  attempt  in  late  1997  lo 


rename  the  heavily- traveled  road 
from  Fulton  Street  to  the  Presidio 
brought  considerable  opposition 
from  neighborhood  residents 
when  it  was  brought  up  at  the 
board  of  supervisors. 

The  revised  resolution,  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors Feb.  23,  calls  for  the  name 
change  to  honor  war  veterans.  It 
was  introduced  by  supervisors 
Tom  Ammiano  and  Leland  Ycc.

Natalia  Borisova,  owner  and 
director  of  Ballet  Russe  of  San 
Francisco,  is  a  formidable  and 
wily  interview.  All  requests  for 
personal  information  or  anec- 
dotes are  deftly  deflected  with 
stories  and  details  of  the  ballet 
company  and  its  many  side  pro- 
jects. 

"We  have  a  saying  in  Russia," 
she  calmly  explains,  "that  it  is 
not  polite  to  speak  about  your- 
self. Your  work  should  speak  for 
you." 

And  so  it  shall. 

Ballet  Russe  was  founded  in 
1950  by  Tiliana  Svctlanova,  a 
classically  U'ained  ballerina  who 
immigrated  to  San  Francisco  in 
order  to  escape  Communist 
Russia.  The  school  has  been  at  its 
1944  Clement  St  address  for  48 


years. 

Natalia  bought  the  company 
in  1980  when  Svctlanova  retired, 
and  has  taught  at  and  managed 
the  school  ever  since. 

Ballet  Russe  currently  has 
over  100  students,  with  an  almost 
equal  division  between  child  and 
adult  students.  The  school  is  op- 
erated and  maintained  entirely  by 
student  tuitions.  In  addition  to 
Natalia,  four  other  teachers/musi- 
cians are  employed  to  guide  and 
instruct  the  school's  pupils. 
Classes  encompass  Beginning 
Ballet.  Intermediate/ Advance 
Ballet,  Jazz  and  Ballroom,  with 
classes  being  taught  to  young 
children  new  to  the  wonders  and 
trials  of  dance,  middlc-aged 
women  wishing  to  use  ballet  as  a 
form  of  exercise,  and  senior  cili- 
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Scant  crowd  hears  mayor  extol  virtues  of  Muni

San  Francisco  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  extolled  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
(Muni)  as.  "a  fine,  fabulous  sys- 
tem," at  a  recent  People's  Muni 
Summit,  sponsored  by  the  S.F. 
Neighborhoods  Alliance  for 
Political  Action. 

Although  the  mayor  gave  a 
major  address  and  members  of 
Muni  were  available,  only  about 
60  people  showed  up  on  Feb.  14 
for  the  all-day  conference. 
Principal  speakers  at  the  summit 
were  Emilio  Cruz,  general  man- 
ager of  Muni  and  David  Slumpo, 
acting  chief  operating  officer  at 


Muni. 

But  despite  the  mayor's 
praise,  Richmond  and  Sunset  dis- 
trict commuters  say  Muni  is  as 
bad  as  ever  and  still  needs  major 
improvements. 

"It's  very  upsetting,"  says  se- 
nior citizen  Jeanne  Lynch,  an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  Senior  Action 
Network  and  Muni  Accessibility 
Committee.  "People  are  very 
negligent.  They  ignore  the  fact 
that  the  front-row  seals  are  for 
us." 

"I  wait  for  30  minutes  or  more 
everyday."  says  Cathy,  a  student 
at  San  Francisco  State  University, 
who  resides  in  the  Sunset 
District.  "It's  not  fun  every  mom- 
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ing  having  to  wait  so  long,  and 
sometimes  be  late  for  class." 

According  lo  Lynch.  "I  have 
waited  25  minules  for  a  Muni 
No.  4  Sutter  bus  for  a  medical 
appointmeni.  Working  people 
shouldn't  have  to  wait  for  35  to 
40  minuter." 

She  also  complained  that 
many  Muni  drivers  drive  loo  fast. 
"The  No.  2  bus  on  Clement  once 
drove  like  a  bat  out  of  hell,  and 
we  were  all  seniors  on  the  bus. 
They  have  lo  slow  down." 

Lynch  said  she  talked  to  the 
driver,  who  lold  her  that  he  had  a 
schedule  to  meet.  "You  can't  risk 
passengers'  lives."  Lynch  lold 
the  driver. 

Lynch  has  been  active  in  an 
outreach  program  at  the  public 
schools.  "We've  been  educating 
school  children  about  Muni,  so 
that  ihey  can  educate  their  par- 
ents too." 

John  Barry,  treasurer  of  the 
Sunset  Heights  Association  of 
Responsible  People,  also  feels 
that  Muni  has  a  lot  of  improving 
to  do.  "It  is  undermanaged  and 
there  is  noi  enough  funding  or 
drivers.  It  is  frail  and  fragile." 

Although  Mayor  Brown 
promised  voters  that  he  would  fix 
Muni.  Barry  says  that  Mayor 
Brown  has  done  the  opposite. 


"He's  made  it  worse."  said  Barry. 
"I  don't  believe  he's  working  (to 
improve  Muni)  any  better  than 
his  predecessor." 

According  lo  Lynch,  "Mayor 
Brown  is  trying  lo  deal  with  the 
issues,  but  he's  loo  late  coming 
on  board.  People  have  been  com- 
plaining for  years." 

And,  according  to  Barry,  ihe 
new  Breda  streetcars  that  were 
recently  purchased  by  Muni  are 
troublesome.  "The  streetcars 
have  been  driving  people  crazy. 
They  cost  a  lot  and  they  create  a 
lot  of  vibrations.  Ask  anyone  on 
Taravat  or  Judah.  It's  not  a  credit 
10  the  mayor." 

Louis  Johnson,  deputy  chief 
operating  officer  for  Muni, 
agrees  that  there  are  problems 
with  the  new  Breda  cars.  "We 
know  the  Breda  has  been  noisy, 
and  we've  been  placing  skirts 
around  them  to  muffle  the  noise. 
But  ihere  is  only  so  much  that 
you  can  do.  We  are  siill  looking 
for  additional  ways  to  reduce  the 
noise."  said  Johnson.  Johnson  ad- 
mitted that  when  the  Breda 
streetcars  were  bought,  no  con- 
sideration was  given  to  whether 
or  not  they  would  suit  San 
Francisco's  needs.  Johnson  says 
Muni  is  currently  grinding  the 
tracks  of  the  City's  streetcar  lines 
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to  reduce  noise. 

Muni  has  455  diesel  buses, 
344  trolley  buses  .  93  metro 
streetcars,  17  historic  streetcars. 
38  cable  cars  and  77  Breda  cars. 

Ron  Miguel,  a  members  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond,  feels  the  Richmond 
District  bus  lines  carry  far  more 
passengers  around  the  City  ihan 
anywhere  else.  "We  have  the 
fastest,  most  efficient  lines  within 
the  sy.stem,"  he  says. 

Muni  services  46.7  square 
miles,  with  an  annual  boarding 
of  217  million  people. 

Johnson  says  he  is  not  aware 
of  many  complaints  about  Muni 
in  the  Richmond  and  Sunsei  dis- 
tricts, but  he  said  only  detailed 
information  helps  him  resolve 
disputes  and  work  to  better  the 
system.  "What  helps  me  is  for 
people  to  give  me  specifications 
about  problems.  1  need  to  know 
the  time,  location  and  exact  son 
of  problem.  Broad  statements 
won't  help." 

Lynch  said  riders  with  com- 
plaints should  speak  up  to  help 
improve  the  system.  "Grievances 
can  be  filed,  and  a  hearing  can  be 
heard  before  Muni."  she  said. 

Adds  Barry.  "We've  got  to  let 
them  know  how  unhappy  we 
are."

A  hotline  fcM'  homeless  services,  an  in- 
formation kiosk  and  access  to  showers  and 
toilets  for  the  homeless  were  among  the 
ideas  brought  forward  by  Supervisor  Tom 
Ammiano  at  a  meeting  of  the  Richmond 
Neighborhood  Coalition  on  Feb.  19. 
Supervisor  Ammiano  addressed  the 
Coalition  as  part  of  its  ongoing 
"Homelessness  in  the  Richmond"  discus- 
sions. 

A  "hotline"  to  coordinate  services  for 
the  homeless  was  being  studied  by  the 
mayor's  office,  and  the  Richmond  Review 
confirmed  that  the  mayor's  office  has  been 
running  a  pilot  homeless  coordination  pro- 
gram for  several  weeks.  A  spokesman  for 
the  program.  Terry  Hill,  said  a  service  hot- 
line was  being  currcnily  being  tcsied.  The 
telephone  number  has  only  been  given  to 
social  workers,  but  will  be  available  to  the 
public  by  the  end  of  March,  according  to 
Hill. 

Ammiano  praised  the  Castro  neighbor- 
hood's low-key,  "grass  roots"  approach  to 
dealing  with  homeless  issues.  A  scries  of 
meetings  were  held  in  the  Castro  during 
which  representatives  of  neighborhood 
groups,  relevant  city  departments,  police 
and  the  homeless  discussed  problems 
faced  by  the  homeless,  as  well  as  the  prob- 
lems they  create. 

"We're  not  expecting  miracles,"  said 
Ammiano,  "but  we  are  trying  to  do  what 
we  can." 

Odicr  ideas  put  forward  by  Supervisor 
Ammiano  included  the  idea  of  merchants 
or  individuals  "adopting"  a  homeless  per- 
son, helping  the  person  clean  up  and  then 
employing  them.  Ammiano  explained  that 
a  gradual  education  of  the  pubfic  will  en- 
able them  to  better  understand  the  home- 
less situation. 

Ammiano  says  he  learned  through  the 
Castro  meetings  that  there  is  a  difference 
between  homeless  people  and  panhandlers. 
Many  of  the  panhandlers  were  not  home- 
less and,  in  fact,  preyed  on  genuinely 
homeless  people,  he  said. 

Also,  members  of  the  public  have  a  ten- 
dency to  assume  that  all  homeless  people 
are  troublemakers  if  they  had  a  bad  experi-

Part  of  the  resolution  reads:  "It  is  fitting 
to  honor  the  dedication,  sacrifice  and  ser- 
vice conferred  upon  the  citizens  of 
California  and  the  nation  by  the  heroic  and 
unselfish  cITorts  of  their  distinguished  war 
veterans.

cnce  with  one  such  person. 

"Through  our  meetings,  we  have 
achieved  a  difference  in  tone,"  said 
Ammiano.  Those  attending  the  meetings 
came  to  think  of  the  homeless  as  residents 
of  the  Castro  who  simply  did  not  have 
homes. 

Ammiano  pointed  out  that  self-esteem 
was  a  major  issue  with  the  homeless,  and 
this  could  be  partly  remedied  by  simple 
things  by  providing  them  access  to  show- 
ers and  toilets. 

Simple  things  like  toilets  and  toilet  pa- 
per were  a  major  issue  for  homeless  people 
who  attended  the  Castro  meetings. 
Ammiano  looked  into  the  matter  and 
found  the  public  toilet  in  the  Castro  was 
only  open  until  10  p.m.  After  Ammiano 
spoke  to  the  relevant  city  department,  the 
toilet  was  kepi  open  24  hours  a  day. 
Reports  that  the  public  facility  was  being 
used  by  miscreants  for  drug  deals  were  in- 
vestigated, the  culprits  caught,  and  the 
problem  solved. 

Supervisor  Ammiano  encouraged  the 
Richmond  Neighborhood  Coalition  to  hold 
meetings  like  those  held  in  the  Castro  and 
encouraged  the  participation  of  as  many 
interested  parties  as  possible,  including  the 
homeless. 

"Use  your  elected  officials  to  help  get 
things  going."  he  said. 

In  a  subsequent  discussion  among  at- 
tendees of  the  meeting,  it  was  suggested 
that  a  program  in  which  homeless  people 
were  paid  SIO  to  clean  graffiti  be  reinstat- 
ed. Another  suggestion  was  that  more  pub- 
lic toilets  should  be  installed  in  the 
Richmond  District. 
Internees  Recognized 

The  meeting  was  also  used  as  occasion 
to  commemorate  the  people  of  Japanese 
descent  who  were  interned  under  a  decree 
by  then -President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt. 
The  56th  anniversary  of  the  day  FDR 
signed  the  infamous  internment  order  was 
Feb.  19  and  the  majority  of  those  interned 
were  American  citizens. 

One  attendee,  Lili  Suzuki,  told  of  the 
hardships  her  family  had  endured  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  internment  decree.  The  FBI  had 
come  to  her  family's  home  and  ransacked 
it.  Her  grandfather,  who  had  been  a  leader 
in  the  Japanese  community,  was  hand- 
cuffed and  taken  away.  She  told  of  how  the 
internment  experience  had  included  being 
housed  in  converted  horse  stables  which 
still  smelled  of  horse  manure.  In  these 
quarters,  internees  were  forced  to  sleep  on 
mattresses  filled  with  straw.  The  sewer 
pipes  would  often  break,  and  die  internees 
would  have  to  contend  with  that  smell  as 
well. 

After  the  war  the  internees  were  re- 
leased, but  they  were  forced  to  start  their 
lives  over  again  with  very  little,  because 
many  of  their  properties  and  businesses 
had  been  confiscated.

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Expert  gives  survival  tips;  suspected  molester  busted

Everyone  has  a  firsi  aid  sur- 
vival guide  in  their  home  but 
might  not  be  aware  of  it. 

According  lo  Karen  Fishkin, 
from  Neighborhood  Safely 
Partnership,  page  Bl  of  the 
white-pages  telephone  book  can 
be  an  excellent  resource  in  case 
of  emergencies. 

Fishkin  made  her  comments 
10  local  residents  at  the  monthly 
Community  Police  Forum  held 
Feb.  17. 

"The  phone  book,  the  San 
Francisco  Social  Service  Referral 
Directory  at  any  library  and  a 
"help  line'  at  772-HELP  arc  just 
a  few  of  the  resources  available 
10  people."  Fishkin  said. 

The  help  line  is  available 
Monday  through  Friday,  from  8 
a.m.  10  5  p.m..  and  workers  try  to 
answer  various  quesuons,  includ- 
ing those  concerning  tenants' 
rights  and  the  best  locauons  for 
^euing  food. 

Another  resource,  advance 
copies  of  "A  Friendly  Guide  to 
City  Services  in  San  Francisco," 
was  handed  out  at  the  forum. 

Neighborhood  City  Halls 

Also  discussed  at  the  forum 
was  the  "Neighborhood  City 
Halls"  that  have  been  started  in 
some  neighborhoods.  Currently 
the  Richmond  District  does  not 
have  a  Neighborhood  City  Hall, 
but  there  is  an  effort  under  way 
10  expand  the  program  into  the 
District,  possibly  at  the 
Richmond  LilM^. 

Represcniaiives  from  various 
city  government  departments,  in- 
cluding the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  SF 
Department  of  Public  Health,  are 
supposed  to  attend  the  mini-City 


Halls  to  answer  questions  from 
local  residents  and  direct  them  to 
the  proper  sources  for  getting  ac- 
tion on  particular  concerns. 

Cinderella  Lee.  a  representa- 
tive of  Safely  Awareness  for 
Everyone,  told  people  at  the  fo- 
rum that  a  Richmond  City  Hall 
would  be  good  for  residents  in 
the  District.  "Officials  from  city 
agencies  will  come  to  your 
neighborhood,  instead  of  you 
trekking  through  City  Hall  from 
office  to  office,"  she  said. 

Also  speaking  at  the  forum 
was  city  Health  Inspector  Eric 
Mar,  who  said  the  health  depart- 
ment can  usually  deal  with  some 
of  the  complaints  that  come  up. 

"Sanitation  or  sewage  prob- 
lems, rodents,  restaurant  inspec- 
tion and  oven  some  noise  com- 
plaints can  be  resolved  by  calling 
the  Department  of  Public 
Health,"  Mar  said. 

The  health  department  pro- 
vides community  health  care  scr- 
\  iccs.  disease  control,  substance 
abuse  and  mental  health  services 
and  prevention-orienied  services 
for  children. 

A  representative  from  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 


Code  Enforcement  Attorney 
Leonor  Noguez,  was  also  at  the 
forum.  She  said  her  office  can  be 
of  assistance  to  individuals  that 
need  to  file  a  ca-se  against  proper- 
ty owners  that  violate  city  build- 
ing codes. 

Until  a  Neighborhood  City 
Hall  can  be  established  in  the 
Richmond  District,  residents  can 
attend  the  Sunset  District's 
Neighborhood  City  Hall  on 
Mondays,  from  9  a.m.  to  noon,  at 
die  Taraval  Police  Station.  locat- 
ed at  2345  24th  Ave.

Wiih  this  infomia- 
tion,  he  asked  for  a  mobile  unit 
to  slop  the  vehicle.  It  was  found 
and  stopped  by  Sgt.  Shockly  a 
short  time  later.  In  the  course  of 
their  investigation  our  officers 
were  able  to  lake  the  four  people 
in  the  car  and  tie  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  passed  forged 
checks,  thefts  and  parole  viola- 
lions  to  them. 

Hope  to  see  you  at  our  next 
community  meeting,  held  every 
third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7 
p.m.  at  the  Richmond  Police 
Station,  located  at  461  Sixth  Ave. 
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wholeheartedly 
believe  that 
government 
should  not  be 
afraid  to  tell  the 
public  what  it  is 
doing.  Therefore,  I 
am  sponsoring  a 
ballot  initiative 
known  as  the 
Citizens'  Right  to  Know  Act  of 
1998. 

If  passed  in  June,  this  initiative 
will  give  Ihe  public  notice  when- 
ever a  city-funded  project  is 
scheduled  to  go  into  a  neighbor- 
hood. More  importanlly.  it  will 
notify  neighbors  of  projects  that 
currently  have  no  notice  require- 
ment 

The  preservation  of  neighbor- 
hoods is  an  important  element  of 
San  Francisco's  unique  lifestyle. 
Without  government  letting 
neighbors  know  when  a  govern- 
ment sponsored -project  is  com- 
ing into  a  neighborhood,  the 
unique  character  of  the  Sunset 
District  and  other  fine  neighbor- 
hoods could  be  lost. 

Those  who  oppose  my 
Citizens*  Righi  to  Know  Act  ar- 
gue thai  my  initiative  will  breach 
the  confidentiality  of  those  who 
receive  City  services,  and  that  it 
is  discriminatory  and  duplicative. 

The  breach  of  confidentiality 
argument  is  premised  upon  the 
belief  that  the  notice  provided 
will  identify  the  type  of  facility 
proposed  and  the  names  of  those 
involved.  This  is  false.  The  notice 
that  is  maixlaied  by  my  initiative 
simply  states  that  a  city-spon- 
sored project  is  being  proposed 
and  the  name  of  the  city  employ- 
ee and  department  to  contact  for 
more  information.  There  is  no 
identification  of  the  type  of  facil- 
ity or  those  involved  on  the  no- 
tice itself. 

Furthermore,  the  Citizens* 
Right  to  Know  Act  is  not  dis- 
criminatory t>ecause  it  does  not 
subject  a  special  class  of  city- 
funded  projects  lo  separate  and 
distinct  notification  procedures. 
The  act  requires  that  notice  of  all 
city-funded  projects  be  given  to 
neighbors.  This  means  that  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  project  is 


Citizens  have  a 
right  to  know 

Supervisor  Leiand  Yee 
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a  Muni  maintenance  facility,  ten- 
nis court  or  mental  health  facility, 
all  must  give  neighbors  notice 
prior  to  approval. 

Moreover,  the  argument  that 
the  Citizens'  Right  To  Know  Act 
creates  duplicative  notice  proce- 
dures is  simply  untrue.  Currcnlly, 
there  are  a  number  of  city-spon- 
sored projects  that  require  no  no- 
tice at  all.  For  example,  if  a  pri- 
vately owned  residential  building 
is  taken  over  by  a  city-funded, 
non-profit  housing  project  and  no 
building  permits  or  other  permits 
are  required,  no  notice  needs  to 


be  given  because 
the  use  has  not 
changed.  The 
property  has  sim- 
ply changed 
hands  from  an  old 
to  a  new  owner  of 
a  residential  use 
facility.  Without 
the  right  to  know 
act.  neighbors  would  have  no  no- 
tice of  ihc  fact  that  a  privately 
owned  apartment  building  has 
been  turned  into  a  public  housing 
facility. 

By  supporting  the  Citizens' 
Right  To  Know  Act,  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  can  express 
their  desire  to  have  an  open  door 
policy  in  city  government. 

I  encourage  you  all  to  support 
my  iniiiaiive  and  help  me  to  in- 
clude you  in  the  process  of  local 
governance.

"Wc  lake  music  very  serious- 
ly, but  we  don't  want  to  take  our- 
selves seriously."  Thai  mono 
seems  10  come  out  from  ihc 
moulh  of  every  musician  al  Blew 
Willie,  San  Francisco's  latest 
emerging  rock  band.  When  they 
started  writing  their  songs,  Blew 
Willie  was  jusi  three  musicians 
and,  needless  to  say.  best  friends. 
Josh  Mclniosh.  Dave  Rice,  and 
DusLin  Henderson. 

In  iheir  early  tweniies.  when- 
ever they  had  a  break  from 
school,  college,  or  work,  they  en- 
joyed any  opportunity  to  play 
their  original  acoustic  music. 
First,  they  performed  locally, 
right  here  in  San  Francisco,  at  the 
Owl  and  Monkey  Cafe,  and  then 
at  many  local  coffee  shops  and 
bars  in  the  Sunset  and  Richmond 
districts.  Slowly  and  steadily, 
they  t>ecame  regular  musicians  at 
several  places  in  the  Bay  Area, 
including  the  historic  Sweetwater 
in  Mill  Valley,  the  Maritime  Hall 
in  San  Francisco,  and  the  Marin 
Music  Festival. 

As  Blew  Willie  developed 
their  musical  style,  they  recorded 
a  first  album,  "Acoustic,"  which 
sold  at  each  one  of  their  Bay 
Area  performances.  Then  the 
band  decided  to  expand,  includ- 
ing three  more  musicians.  Ken 
Kellner  (bass).  Ryan  Chesire 
(congas),  and  Dylan  Mcintosh, 
Josh's  younger  brother,  al  the 
drums.  With  the  strength  of  Uiis 
six-piece  lineup,  the  band  finds 
itself  poised  to  make  serious 
progress. 

Sure,  like  many  Blew  Willie 
hopes  that  a  major  record  label 
pick  them  up,  but  there's  no  in- 
tention of  compromising  anistic 
integrity,  and  San  Francisco  feels 
like  a  true  Bohemian  haven  for 
the  band. 

Blew  Willie  is  a  true  local 
band.  Five  of  the  six  musicians 
live  within  a  half  a  block  from 
each  other,  on  Clement  and  Fifth 
Avenue.

leased  its  second  album,  "Sound 
Whole."  and  the  CD  fulfills  the 
title's  promise.  This  time  Blew 
Willie  plays  with  its  six  energetic 
and  talented  musicians  and  the 
band  rips  as  high-energy  rock. 

To  anyone  who's  heard  Blew 
Willie  perform  al  the  Last  Day 
Saloon  this  past  year,  no  tune  is 
ever  played  the  same  way  twice. 
Blew  Willie's  improvisational 
jams  stretch  each  song  t>eyond  its 
limiL  The  music  makes  you  feel 
good  and  you  find  yourself  hum- 
ming some  of  the  songs. 
Independent  from  the  lyrics,  the 
music  has  strong  qualities  on  its 
own. 

With  Josh's  passionate  musi- 
cal blood,  his  younger  brother, 
Dylan  drives  the  band  to  new 
musical  dimensions  on  the 
drums. 

"Dylan  has  got  Josh's  musical 
glove,"  says  Denes  Mcintosh,  the 
father  of  both  musicians.

in  San  Francisco's  Concert 
Review  Magazine  and  that  is  a 
compliment.  If  Blew  Willie  is 
studio  savvy  thanks  to  two 
records  and  a  third  one  on  its 
way,  they  remain  rooted  in  the 
action  of  live  performance.  Many 
songs  are  social  commentaries. 
"All  My  Promises"  for  example 
speaks  about  former  City  Mayor 
Frank  Jordan's  inhumane  and  ab- 
surd program  against  the  home- 
less. In  general  even  the  tone  of 
the  political  songs  is  not  somber 
and  angsi-driven.  Many  lyrics  are 
encouragement  to  return  to  many 
ideals  of  the  60's,  love,  integrity, 
compassion,  but  also  lo  live  and 
not  to  be  always  in  such  a  hurry. 
There  are  also  some  love  songs, 
many  dreams,  and  a  hopeful  atli- 
lude  for  present  living. 

Blew  Willie's  music  is  mes- 
merizing. Josh  Mcintosh  -  who 
has  matured  as  the  lead  singer  in 
ihe  latest  album,  has  developed  a 
strangely  attractive  voice  that  re- 
verberates that  of  Simply  Red's 
lead  singer.  Mike  Hucknalt. 

The  length  of  each  song,  hard- 
ly ever  under  five  minutes,  is  due 
to  artful  solo  improvisations  ei- 
ther from  Henderson,  Mcintosh 
or  Kellner.  Even  though  the 
lyrics  are  insightful  and  poetic, 
the  music  stands  well  on  its  own 
because  it  is  original,  pleasant 
and  not  just  repetitive. 

Though  Blew  Willie  is  a  rock 
band,  the  sound  of  the  acoustic 
guitars  go  directly  through  the 
electric  amplifier  and  not  the  mi- 
crophone. Running  acoustics 
through  Fender  Twin  Reverb 
Amplifiers  sharpens  the  way 
each  note  sounds  and  the  attrac- 
tive music  is  really  magnetic  and 
electrifying  all  in  one. 

Blew  Willie  are  now  regulars 
at  several  music  halls.  Clement 
Street's  Last  Day  Saloon  consid- 
ers them  as  its  special  house 
band. 

"Of  course  we  want  to  play 
Madison  Square  Garden,"  says 
Mcintosh,  "but  wc  are  very  at- 
tached to  our  San  Francisco 
roots.  We  are  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, we  love  it,  and  we  intend 
to  stay  right  here." 

The  band  has  a  special  liking 
for  the  Richmond  District,  where 
many  cultures  and  Bohemian 
lifestyles  coexisting  all  in  the 
same  neighborhood,  he  added. 

The  Last  Day  Saloon's  owner. 
Dave  Daher.  has  been  very  sup- 
portive of  ihe  band,  even  allow- 
ing Blew  Willie  to  rehearse  at  the 
club. 

"It  all  started  eight  years  ago 
in  a  garage  on  Fourth  Avenue."

therapy  and  socializing. 

"Nalurally,  we  stress  profes- 
sional ballci  in  the  company," 
Natalia  explains,  "but  the  classes 
arc  also  designed  to  provide  the 
children  with  self-esteem  and 
self-discipline."  Classes  arc  kepi 
to  a  minimum  of  20.  "Anything 
more  than  that,"  Natalia  laughs, 
"is  too  unwieldy." 

Natalia  has  intimate  experi- 
ence with  discipline  and  hard 
work,  having  trained  in  some  of 
the  finest  schools  and  insliluiions 
Europe  has  to  offer. 

Besides  training  with 
Diaghilev's  original  Ballet  Russe 
and  Ballet  Russe  of  Monic  Carlo, 
she  has  trained  and  performed 
with  the  Romen  Gypsy  Ensemble 
and  the  renowned  Russian 
Moiseyev  Ensemble. 

As  well,  she  is  considered  one 
of  the  leading  American  authori- 
ties on  Russian  Cossack  dancing 
and.  as  a  respected  expert  on 
Russian  culture,  Natalia  is  fre- 
quently consulted  by  theater  and 
n>oiion  picture  companies  for  her 
insights. 

Aside  from  her  regular  class- 
room work  at  Ballet  Russe,  for 
the  past  18  years  Natalia  has 
been  sharing  her  considerable 
talents  and  energies  with  children

at  the  Hunter's  Point  Youth  Club. 
She  is  a  strong  believer  in  shar- 
ing the  gifts  and  experience  she 
has  gleaned  throughout  her  ca- 
reer, and  delights  in  awakening 
the  power  and  possibilities  of 
dance  in  young  children. 

Sadly,  Natalia  Hnds  that  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  reaching 
children  these  days  stems  from 
their  lack  of  self-esteem  and  their 
shocking  lack  of  concentration, 
and  she  has  no  reservaticxis  about 
naming  her  candidate  for  this 
siaie  of  events. 

"Video  games  should  be  out- 
lawed,** she  states  unequivocally. 
"Video  games.  Television.  Music 
videos.  All  these  things  not  only 
destroy  children's  attention 
spans,  but  they  are  such  passive 
activities.  Why  can't  they  design 
computer  games  that  challenge 
and  instruct  children  or,  at  the 
very  least,  engage  their  intellect 
and  imagination?" 

One  of  the  major  reasons 
Natalia  leaches  dance  (whether 
traditional  ballet  or,  another  of 
her  specialties,  the  rich  tradition 
of  Russian  folk  dancing)  is  her 
desire  to  give  children  a  founda- 
tional respect  for  exercise,  disci- 
pline and  the  arts. 

Natalia  has  developed  a  clever 
technique  for  reaching  children 
when  her  dance  company.  The 
Russian  Collection,  gives  presen- 
tations at  various  schools  or  orga- 
nizations. 

"FirsC  she  explains,  "we  have 
the  dancers  perform  a  traditional 
Russian  folk  program.  The  chil- 
dren always  respond  well  to  this, 
mainly  because  of  the  lively  mu-

sic  and  colorful  costumes.*'  With 
a  mischievous  glint  in  her  eye 
Natalia  continues.  "Then  I  put  on 
a  rap  record  and  have  the  dancers 
perform  the  same  dance  steps  the 
children  just  saw,  only  to  'their' 


music.  The  response  is  electric." 

With  that  simple  juxtaposi- 
tion, Natalia  passes  on  an  impor- 
tant lesson  10  children  about  how 
much  any  contemporary  an  owes 
to  its  predecessors. 

"I'm  not  solely  interested  in 
teaching  our  students  to  be  pro- 
fessional ballet  dancers,"  Natalia 
continues.  "Our  primary  objec- 
tive is  simply  to  expose  children 
to  the  passion  and  enrichment  of 
die  arts,  whether  that's  ballet  or 
music  or  painting." 

Indeed,  Natalia  could  never  be 
said  to  have  a  "sole"  interest. 
Besides  her  Ballet  Russe  classes, 
afternoons  in  Hunter's  Point,  and 
performances  at  venues  as  diver- 
gent as  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony,  Young  Audiences  of 
San  Jose  and  Benjamin  Franklin 
School  in  Daly  City  (for  which 
she  not  only  performs  and  chore- 
ographs but  also  designs  the 
elaborate  costumes),  Natalia  has 
just  entered  ufwn  a  new  venture.

"If  children  are  not  exposed  to 
Ihe  arts  at  a  very  early  age," 
Natalia  ruminates,  "statistics 
show  that  they  will  rarely  value 
them  or  seek  them  out  later  in 
life." 

It  is  her  fervent  hope  that  the

The  Taxpayer's  Relief  Aci  of  1997 
has  opened  up  various  savings  and 
tax  planning  opporluniiies  for 
families  and  parents  in  1998.  The 
new  rules  and  regulations  arc  complex 
and  overlap  in  many  situations.  Ii  is  rec- 
ommended thai  you  consult  your  tax 
advisor  before  taking  aaion. 

The  big  change  is  the  new  child  tax 
credit  for  taxpayers  who  have  qualifying 
children  under  age  17  of 
S400inl998.  increasing 
to  $500  per  child  in  1999 
and  thereafter.  This  cred- 
it is  designed  for  tow  and 
middle  income  taxpayers 
and  is  phased  out  at 
higher  income  levels. 
This  credit  may  allow 
you  to  make  some 
adjustments  to  your  fam- 
ily budget  for  1998. 

For  parents  just  start- 
ing out  with  young  chil- 
dren, you  might  decide 
to  take  advantage  of  new 
ways  to  save  for  higher  education.  The 
act  creates  a  new  Education  IRA  to  save 
for  your  child's  higher  education  with  a 
maximum  contribution  of  S500  per  year. 
The  contribution  lo  these  new  IRA 's  arc 
not  a  tax  deduction,  however  the  accounts 
grow  tax  free  and  arc  not  taxable  when 
withdrawn  for  certain  higher  education 
payments. 

There  arc  a  few  new  tax  saving  deals 
for  parents  whose  children  arc  already  in 
college.  The  new  HOPE  scholarship  cred- 
it provides  a  maximum  credit  of  $  1 .500 
per  student  for  each  of  the  first  two  years 


of  post-secondary  education  and  the  new 
lifetime  learning  credit  allows  a  credit  of 
twenty  percent  of  qualified  tuition 
expenses  paid  by  the  taxpayer  for  any 
year  the  HOPE  credit  is  not  claimed. 
Another  twist  in  all  of  this  is  the  new 
deduction  for  interest  paid  on  qualified 
education  loans  incurred  and  paid  in  1998 
of  $  1 .000  and  goi ng  up  to  $  1 .500  i n  1 99<y. 
If  you  have  dependent  children  who 

work,  there  is  a  new  stan- 
dard deduction  allowed 
for  these  dependents  in 
1998.  Depending  on  cir- 
cumstances, it  is  project- 
ed to  be  the  Ics.scr  of 
S4.250  or  die  dependents 
earned  income  plus  $250. 
This  should  be  a  real  help 
for  parents  who  have  kids 
that  work  part  time.

he  said  lhat  he  was  caught  and  could  not 
move.  The  officers  saw  he  was  irembling 
from  cold  and  exposure  and  knew  he  was 
slipping  into  shock.  Time  was  running 
out. 

As  the  officers  started  to  work,  relent- 
less waves  of  rigid  water  pounded  all  three 
men.  breaking  over  the  downed  victim  and 
swamping  the  two  officers  up  to  their 
necks.  A  combination  of  EI  Nino-driven 
storms,  treacherous  currents  and  a  rising 
tide  placed  all  of  them  in  extreme  peril. 

Officer  Aleman  called  to  the  injured 
man  and  encouraged  him  not  to  give  up. 

"Move!  Move!"  Aleman  screamed  over 
the  thunder  of  the  surf.  "We've  got  to 
move,  or  we're  all  going  to  die." 

The  victim  was  barely  responsive  and 
su-uggled  to  make  what  effort  he  could. 
But  it  was  not  enough  and  he  remained 
hopeless  in  the  snare  of  the  rocks. 

Officer  Borgfeldl  worked  feverishly  to 
pull  his  leg  from  the  crevice.  Wave  after 
wave  broke  over  them,  completely  sub- 
merging the  three  men.  who  clung  togeth- 
er against  the  surging  water.  At  last  the  leg 
moved. 

But  new  fears  set  in.  The  victim  was 
not  ambulatory  and  the  officers  knew  lhat 
a  large  wave  could  sweep  all  of  them  into 
the  abyss  thai  swirled  about  the  forma- 
tions at  Land's  End. 

Constantly  urging  the  victim  on,  the 
iwo  officers  remained  steadfast  at  his  side. 
The  man  lifted  himself  slowly  to  his  knees 
and  tried  to  stand,  but  the  effort  was  futile. 
Exhausted  and  weak,  he  could  not  move 
on  his  own  legs. 

SuspctLing  lhat  hypothermia  had  set  in, 
Borgfeldl  rubbed  the  man's  legs  vigorous- 
ly to  restore  the  flow  of  blood.  Aleman 
took  him  by  the  arms  and  together  they 
managed  to  half  drag,  half  carry  the 
stunned  and  limping  man  to  higher 
ground. 

The  three  men  reached  the  relative 
safety  of  an  old  sea  wall  that  had  been 
constructed  to  protect  the  badis  from  the 
worst  of  the  Pacific  surge.  Then.  Borgfeldl 
and  Aleman  learned  how  desperate  iheir

situation  was,  as  they  watched  the  raging 
ocean  completely  consume  the  scant  rock 
ledge  on  which  die  hapless  man  had  been 
trapped. 

Soon  thereafter,  fire,  rescue  and  medi- 
cal personnel  arrived  and  began  first  aid  on 
the  nearly  drowned  tourist.  He  was  subse- 
quently transported  to  UCSF  Medical 
Center  for  ircaimcnt  of  hypothermia,  facial 
lacerations  and  strained  muscles  to  the 
back  and  legs. 

Officers  Aleman  and  Borgfcldt  were 
transported  back  to  the  Richmond  Station 
for  long,  hot  showers  and  dry  uniforms. 

The  three  officers  from  the  Richmond 
Station  have  been  nominated  for  medals  of 
valor  for  their  determined  efforts  to  save 
the  life  of  the  man  at  Ocean  Beach. 
Borgfeldl  and  Aleman  have  been  recom- 
mended for  Gold  Medals  of  Valor. 

'*lt  was  a  very  courageous  effort  over 
and  above  the  call  of  duly."  said  Sgt.  Jerry 
D'Elia,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  ut>ops  at 
the  Richmond  Police  Station.

We  have  long  wanted  to  have 
a  meal  at  Emcsio's,  where  ii  is 
not  unusual  to  sec  people  stand- 
ing outside  on  the  weekends,  rain 
Of  not.  to  get  one  of  28  or  30  ta- 
bles. 

The  15-year  old  restaurant 
looks  like  a  lum-of-the-ceniury 
San  Francisco  cozy  eatery,  but 
the  food  is  strictly  contemporary 
Italian,  except  for  the  gargantuan 
portions.  Tlie  dark  wood  and 
cream  walls,  old  fashioned  look- 
ing glass  globes  with  brass  light 
fixtures  and  garlicky  smells  from 
the  open  kitchen  make  it  irre- 
sistible. 

Eddy,  our  waiter,  read  the  spe- 
cials: 1)  Prawns,  sauteed  with  ar- 
tichoke hearts  over  pasta,  $15;  2) 
New  York  Strip  Steak  with  pep- 
percorn sauce,  roast  potatoes  and 
vegetables,  SI 7;  3)  Smoked 
Chicken  Risouo  wiUi  mush- 
rooms, peas  and  tomatoes,  with 
vegetables.  Si 3;  and  4)  Fresh  Sea 
Bass,  baked  and  served  over

decided  to  order  from  the  menu. 
Hans  chose  veal  Romano,  a  huge 
platter  of  four  pieces  of  thin 
scaloppini  dipped  in  egg  batter 
and  sauteed  in  wine  with  a  lemon 
butler  sauce  and  topped  wiih 
Romano  and  Mozzarclla  cheeses, 
SI  1 .95.

In  ihis  business, 
it  is  noi  unusu- 
al to  hear  peo- 
ple complain  about 
their  relaiionships 
with  ihcir  real  es- 
tate agents.  The 
most  common 
complaint  involves 
mistrust  between 
clients  and  their  agents. 

Sellers  often  don't  believe 
agents  when  ihey  tell  them  that 
their  home.s  are  not  worth  as 
much  as  ihey  thought  Sellers  of- 
ten accuse  realtors  of  giving  their 
houses  away  at  a  low  price.  On 
the  other  hand,  buyers  often  com- 
plain that  agents  always  show 
them  homes  above  their  price 
range,  hoping  to  make  a  little 
more  on  the  commission. 

I  am  sure  that  there  is  validity 
10  some  of  these  complaints, 
however,  most  properties  do  not 
sell  bccau.se  they  arc  overpriced. 
In  addition,  buyers  tend  to  like 
homes  a  liiile  above  what  ihcy 
are  willing  to  spend.  Sellers  tend 
to  over  valuate  their  properties 
and  buyers  tend  to  want  lo  pay 
less  for  them,  it  is  only  natural. 

However,  real  estate  agents 
have  a  liduciary  responsibility  of 
utmost  care,  integrity,  honesty 
and  loyalty  when  dealing  with 
Lhe  principals.  The  court  system 
has  defined  this  relationship 
much  like  that  of  a  trustee  and 
beneficiary,  whereas  the  trustee  is 
supposed  to  act  for  the  beneficia- 
ry to  his  advantage  without  any 
thoughts  or  personal  gains  to  the 
tfustce. 

In  addition,  the  real  estate 
agent  has  a  responsibility  lo  be 
honest,  exercise  care,  and  dis- 
close all  known  lacis  to  all  other 
parties,  including  the  principals 
he  is  not  representing. 

Since  January  1,  1987.  sellers 
of  real  properties  from  one  to 
four  residential  unius  and  real  es- 
tate agents  arc  required  by  law  to 
provide  the  buyers  with  a  written 
Real  Estate  Transfer  Disclosure 
Statement  disclosing  all  they 
know  about  the  property. 

In  addition  to  fulfilling  these

obligations,  the  agent  has  a  re- 
sponsibility to  keep  the  principal 
informed  and  make  sure  that  the 
principal  approves  of  his  actions. 
There  should  always  be  full  dis- 
closure of  the  facts  between  an 
agent  and  the  principal  and  the 
agent  should  never  do  anything 
that  is  not  of  the  best  interest  lo 
the  principal. 

For  example,  if  the  seller's 
agcni  knows  that  the  seller  will 
accept  a  purchase  price  of 
S3(X).000  for  a  property  he  has  an 
obligation  not  to  tell  anyone  el.sc 
about  it  because  .someone  might 
offer  to  purchase  the  property  at 
a  higher  price. 

Likewise,  if  a  buyer's  agent 
knows  that  the  buyer  will  come 
up  in  price,  he  cannot  disclose 
ihat  information  to  the  other  par- 
ues  because  he  would  not  be  act- 
ing in  the  best  interest  ol  the  buy- 
ers. 

Be  aware  when  the  real  estate 
agent  is  representing  both  the 
buyers  and  sellers  in  the  same 
transaction,  in  such  cases,  the  li- 
censee must  disclose  that  fact  to 
both  principals  up  from.  Then,  in 
clfccl.  he  will  be  acting  in  a  tacil- 
-iiaior  position,  trying  to  put  the 
transaction  together  rather  than 
negotiating  the  best  price  and 
icrms  for  both  parties. 

When  an  agent  is  representing 
both  parlies,  he  will  probably 
have  access  to  confidential  infor- 
mation which  he  cannot  disclose 
to  the  other  party.  He  must  be 
very  careful  so  that  he  maintains 
his  fiduciary  responsibility  to 
both  the  buyers  and  sellers. 

The  question  that  always 
comes  up  then  is.  "How  does  a 
principal  find  a  real  esiaie  agent 
he  can  trust?"

agents  do  not  cam  a 
salary,  they  work 
on  commissions.  If 
they  do  not  sell, 
they  do  not  make 
any    money.  In 
addition,  they  have 
other  expenses  such 
as:  advertising, 
postage,  auto  main- 
and    phone  bills. 
Therefore,  agents  have  a  very 
strong  incentive  to  make  a  sale. 

In  order  to  find  a  real  estate 
agent  who  will  represent  you 
fairly  and  honestly,  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  you  ask  for  refer- 
rals from  friends  or  relatives.  It  is 
also  a  good  idea  to  interview  sev- 
eral agents  before  making  a  deci- 
sion. 

Usually  during  the  interview 
process,  you  will  get  a  sense  of 
who  IS  competent  and  who  will 
be  honest  with  you.  Establishing 
a  rappon  with  your  agent  is  im- 
portant because  you  will  be 
working  very  closely  over  the 
next  several  months. 

In  addition  to  feeling  comfort- 
able with  your  agent,  you  must 
evaluate  his  sales  and  negouation 
skills  also.  Is  he  going  to  be  able 
to  meet  your  expectations? 
Usually  during  ihc  interview  pro- 
cess, one  agent  will  outshine  the 
rest  and  you  will  know  that  you 
liave  your  agent

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Shelley  has  new  plan  for  pests 


Assemblyman  Kevin  Shelley,  whose 
disLricl  covers  mosi  of  ihc  Richmond  and 
Sunsci  districLs,  has  introduced  Icgislalion 
10  ban  ibc  use  of  loxic  pesticides  at  schools 
and  daycare  centers. 

Shelley  said  his  legislation  is  a  response 
to  a  study  released  by  Californians  for 
Pesticide  Reform.  The  study  found  87%  of 
school  dislricis  in  the  state,  including  San 
Francisco,  used  one  or  more  of  27  different 
potentially  cancer  causing  pesticides  that 
effect  the  reproductive  system.  The  study 
also  says  students,  parents  and  teachers  do 
not  know  what  is  being  used  to  eradicate 
pcsis  because  California  does  not  have  any 
notificaiion  requirements  for  pesticide  use 


at  schools. 

Recently  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  voted  to  ban  the  use  of  dan- 
gerous pesticides  at  its  campuses.  Shelley's 
bill  would  expand  protection  from  poten- 
tial poisons  to  all  schools  statewide. 

The  pesticide-protection  bill.  AB  1948. 
would  eliminate  known  cancer-causing  and 
dangerous  pesticides:  require  all  school 
pesticide  use  be  reported;  and  require  noti- 
fication prior  to  using  pesticides. 

"Alternatives  to  hazardous  pesticides 
exist."  Shelley  said. 

"With  effective  alternatives,  there  is 
simply  no  place  in  schools  for  hazardous 
materials."

Rechargeable  batteries  last  longer  and 
are  less  expensive  than  single-use  alkaline 
batteries.  You'll  save  S200  a  year  by  using 
rechargeable  batteries  instead  of  dispos- 
ables in  a  single  cassette  player  (based  on 
two  hours  of  listening  a  day). 

Used  needles,  which  can  present  a  haz- 
ard if  thrown  in  the  trash,  can  be  taken  to 
any  Walgreen 's  Store  in  the  City  for  recy- 
cling. Any  other  leftover  hazardous  materi- 
als, such  as  oil-based  paint,  pesticides  and 
cleaners,  can  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco 
Household  Hazardous  Wa.ste  Collection 
Facility.  ThLs  facility  is  located  just  off 
Highway  101,  across  from  3Com 


(Candlestick  )  Park,  at  Uie  San  Francisco 
Solid  Waste  Transfer  and  Recycling  Center 
on  Tunnel  Ave.  The  household  facility  is 
open  Thursday.  Friday  &  Saturday,  from  8 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Most  of  the  materials 
brought  in  will  be  recycled  and  there  is  no 
charge  for  disposal.  For  further  informa- 
tion, call  Sanitary  Fill  Company  at  330- 
1400. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
has  also  set  up  a  special  household  haz- 
ardous waste  pick-up  program  for  senior 
citizens  and  people  who  arc  disabled.  To 
make  an  appointment  for  this  free  service, 
you  can  call  1-800-897-3088. 

Businesses  with  leftover  hazardous  ma- 
terials should  contact  the  hazardous  waste 
hauler  (check  the  Yellow  Pages),  or  make 
an  appointment  with  Sanitary  Fill 
Company's  Very  Small  Quantity  Generator 
Program  (VSQG)  for  disposal.  The  VSQG 
program  has  been  set  up  as  a  cost-effective 
disposal  alternative  for  businesses  that  gen- 
erate less  than  27  gallons  of  hazardous 
waste  each  month.  For  information  about 
VSQG  appointments,  call  330-1425. 

The  best  option  for  hazardous  waste, 
however,  is  to  reduce  the  amount  of  haz- 
ardous materials  you  use  in  die  first  place.
